The Rajah of Mustang today invited scientists to 
his mountain land in the high Himalayas to 
examine the skin of a-strange animal that may

Responsible authorities = in 
Katmandu, including American 
experts, have ¢xamincd photo- 
kropbs of the creature and hair 
shorn from its hide after {t was 
killed by the Rajah’s men ast 
February. The photos indicate 
that the onimal was a brown 
bear, The hair, however, is un~ 
like that of any known 
Himalayan animal 


The Rajah, whose territory is 
160 niles Northwest of Kat- 
mandu, 19,000 feet high in the 
mountatns on the Nepal side of 
the Tibetan border, sent word 
te Katmandu that he could not 
send the skin of the animal for 
examination. He sald that
